1 . Claim 1 involves 35 U.S.C. 1 12 sixtli paragrapli by meeting tine limitations set 
forth in the three prong test specified in MPEP 21 81 . Regarding claim 1 , the connection 
means for connecting to a reproduction device is considered to read on the connection 
line (15) of Figs. 1 and 2; the content data acquisition means for acquiring said content 
data reproduced by said reproduction device is considered to read on the Digital Video 
Tape Recorder (DV) (12) of Fig. 3; the conversion means for converting the first format 
of said content data acquired by said content data acquisition means to a second format 
is considered to read on the acquisition block (105) of Fig. 4; the information acquisition 
means for acquiring relative time information of said content data from said content data 
acquired by said content data acquisition means is considered to read on the check 
block (104) of Fig. 4; the generation means for generating a menu of said content data 
acquired by said content data acquisition means is considered to read on the menu 
creation block (107) of Fig. 4; the recording control means for executing control such 
that said content data converted to said second format by said conversion means is 
recorded Is considered to read on the DVD write block (108) of Fig. 4; the detection 
means for detecting a signal supplied from said reproduction device Is considered to 
read on the startup block (101) of Fig. 4; the processing control means for executing 
control such that, if said signal is detected by said detection means, is considered to 
read on the processing control block (102) of Fig. 4. Regarding claim 4, the 
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determination means for determining a quality of said moving image is considered to 
read on the bit rate setting block (106) of Fig. 4.

3. Claims 1,3,4, 6-1 3 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art fails 
to teach or fairly suggest an apparatus or medium, in combination with all of the other 
elements claimed, wherein the generation means for generating a menu of said content 
data acquired by said content data acquisition means based on said relative time 
information and a predetermined time information including a predetermined time 
period, said generation means generating a menu entry for the first portion, and said 
generation means generating a menu entry for the second portion based upon a 
determination that a time period between the recording start time of the second portion 
and the recording start time of the first portion is at least said predetermined time period 
(Independent claims 1 and 6; claims 3, 4, 8, 9, and 12 depends from claim 1 ; claims 7, 
10, 11, and 13).
